NEW DRIVERS AND COURTESY 


Training cars of the Cleveland Automobile Club, 
which are used in teaching novice drivers to handle 
an automobile, will bear a sign marking the driver 
as a beginner. The driver will be perm itted to keep 
the sign on his automobile for a short time after he 
has finished his course of instruction in driving. 
This is the first instance in which novioe drivers 
have been identified in the interest of traffic safety 
and courtesy and this action places a burden upon 
older drivers on the streets and highway s. 
The fact that oae person la killed every 13 minutes 
in some kind of a traffic accident in this country 
may not be entirely the fault of the automobile 
drivers, but it is a rock bound cinch that improved 
driving would reduce this number. People who have 
been driving an automobile for some time are apt 
to forget that the fellow coming at them head-on 
or try ing to pass them may be a beginner and riot 
as sure of his rights and obligations as he should be. 
The sign is one evidence of a new consciousness 
of novice drivers and of a new attention paid to men 
and women behind the steering wheel for the first 
time. This card places an obligation on older driv­ 
ers to deal generously with a car bearing it. Its use 
should be respected. 


RE-ARM AGAINST WHOM? 


Before this re-arm am ent talk goes any farther 
the American people ought to take time out to de­ 
cide ex actly whom and w hat they are going to re­ 
arm against 
President Roosevelt speaks of an army of 400,- 
000 men. Plans for a substantially enlarged fleet are 
being discussed. Congress undoubtedly will be asked 
to consider “draft-capital’' 
plans which, 
in 
the 
event of war, would turn the land into the tightest 
of totalitarian states. 
We can’t hope to discuss these things intelligently 
until we know precisely what we want our arm a­ 
ments to do. 
• 
P art of the answer is obvious enough. We want 
our own continent made secure against any possi­ 
bility of attack. There can be no doubt that the 
American people will unanimously support whatever 
degree of re-arm am ent is necessary to attain that 
end. 


But if we are going to fight in Europe again, 
some day , we need ever so much more than that. 
We need the framework for an army such as we 
raised in the last war—plus ships to transport it, 
plus the industrial lay out to equip and supply it, plus 
machinery for enrolling and training. 
Now it is nonsense to say that we shall inevitably 
be drawn into any future European war. We shan’t 
if we make up our minds not to be, and stick to it; 
and there is no reason on earth why we can’t make 
such a choice. 


So let’s make up our minds, once and for all. Then, 
• and only then, can we g0 ahead intelligently and 
buy ex actly what we need in the- way of defense. 
We certainly will not be satisfied w ith, any thing 
less than we need—but there is no reason why we 
¡hould pay for any thing more, either. 


W I L S O N REJECTED THE TRUSTEE THEORY 
As we see the present New Deal set itself up as 
being * trustee of the lives of the people of the 
United States, the reasoning of the last Democratic 
President before Roosevelt, should be interesting j 
to show how the leadership of the Democratic Party 
has changed in the last few y ears. 
Here are the opinions of Woodrow Wilson on how 
far the government should go in controlling the 
lives of individuals: 
“Now I don’t w ant a smug lot of ex perts to sit 
down behind closed doors in W ashington and play 
providence to me. There is a providence to which I 
am perfectly willing to submit. But as for other 
men sitting up as providence over my self, I ser­ 
iously object. I have never met a political savior in 
the flesh, and I never, ex pect to meet one . . . 
“I am one of those who absolutely reject the 
trustee theory , the guardianship theory . I have never 
found a man who knew how to take care of me and, 
reasoning from that point out, I conjecture that 
there isn’t any man who knows how to take care of 
the people of the United States.” 
This philosophy of Wilson is substantiated by all 
history . Every time any government attem pts to be 
guardian of all the people and prevent them from 
making mistakes, it eventually collapses. It eventu­ 
ally goes to the ex cesses of Stalin, H itler and Musso­ 
lini. 
0 
We are on the road when we are beginning to pro­ 
rate farm products, as well as labor. We are grad­ 
ually losing our liberty . How fcy will we have to go 
before people awaken, is the im portant thing that 
will determine our standard of living and our happi­ 
ness.

As we come to understand the laws that restrict 
people from practicing medicine, we are forced to 
compare the dangers connected with government 
regulation of medicine and those connected with 
freedom of the press. 
It would seem that freedom of the press that 
sells covetousness, envy and hate and principles that 
will destroy the liberty of individuals is infinitely 
more serious than it. would be to have free practice 
of medicine. It is true, of course, that quacks could 
do great injury to the unsuspecting public but the 
injury a quack can do by malfeasance in medical 
practice would be infinitely small compared with the 
damage that can result from unwise use of freedom 
of the press in selling such doctrines, as this is a 
land of plenty . In other words, the trafficking in 
drugs and medicine is much less dangerous than the 
trafficking in ideas. We all agree that freedom of 
the press is absolutely necessary but we have come 
pretty generally to believe, probably a t the insistence 
of those who are benefited, that the public should 
be protected from unskilled medical practitioners. 
W hen the control over medicine gets started, it 
goes so far that many of the rights of the individual 
are infringed upon by the arbitrary laws passed at 
the insistence of the medical profession under the 
pretense of protecting the public. 
Possibly this government protection has led, step 
by step, to preserving those who have a tendency 
to drag down all the rest of society and that in

moters o f an artificial scarcity are 
faced by a realizatio n that the farm

In the face o f this situatio n Mr.

His pro po sal indicates 
that he is no w turning fro m a pro ­ 
g ram o f pro ductio n curtailment to 
o ne o f subsidizing co nsumptio n. The 
plan may well be termed rev o lutio n­ 
ary . So impo rtant are its implicatio ns 
that the plan deserv es the careful 
co nsideratio n o f all Americans. 
Briefly , the pro po sal is that o ne 
price, co mparativ ely hig h, sho uld be 
charg ed the hig her inco me g ro ups o f 
the co untry fo r ag ricultural pro ducts 
while a seco nd price, artificially lo w 
as a result o f g o v ernment actio n, 
wo uld be charg ed the lo w inco me 
g ro ups fo r the same kind o f pro d­

Furthermo re, the adv o cates o t the 
plan po int o ut, it wo uld merely be 
an ex tensio n o f what the federal g o v ­ 
ernment has been do ing fo r sev eral 
y ears. Near the end o f the Ho o v er 
administratio n surplus co tto n and 
wheat were turned o v er to the Red 
Cro ss by the Farm Bo ard and, after 
being pro cessed into clo th and flo ur, 
were g iv en to unemplo y ed peo ple. 
At the beg ining o f the New Deal tha 
Federal Surplus Relief Co rpo ratio n 
was created to buy up po rk, butter 
and o ther pro ducts and distribute 
them to peo ple o n relief. In 193 8 this 
co rpo ratio n was renamed the Federal 
Surplus 
Co mmo dities 
Co rpo ratio n 
and was g iv en a permanent statua 
One-third o f the custo ms receipts, o r 
abo ut $140 ,0 0 0 .0 0 0 . was made av ail­ 
able fo r the purchase o f farm sur­ 
pluses which were to be distributed 
to peo ple o n relief o r dispo sed o l 
abro ad. Amo ng the recent activ ities 
o f the co rpo ratio n has been the pur- 
chase o f a millio n and a half suits 
and o v erco ats fo r distributio n to ths 
unemplo y ed. 
Presumably Mr. 
Wallace wo uld 
co ntinue to distribute pro cessed farm 
pro ducts free o f charg e to tho se who 
are o n relief but he wo uld make that 
merely a beg inning . BuL in planning 
to ex tend o peratio ns so as to sell 
these pro ducts at a lo w price to mil­ 
lio ns o f perso ns who are emplo y ed 
but who are receiv ing o nly a small 
inco me, the questio ns arise: Ho w will 
the perso ns be selected fo r the priv ­ 
ileg e o f buy ing at the lo w price? Who 
will do the pro cessing o f the farm 
pro ducts? Ho w will the pro ducts be 
distributed to the co nsumers? 
Obv io usly , whatev er metho d o f se­ 
lectio n is used, the result will be dis­ 
satisfactio n. Peo ple denied the priv ­ 
ileg e o f buy ing at the seco nd o r lo w 
price will be sure to o bject In any 
case, the plan o f selling at two prices 
wo uld ag g rav ate the class feeling 
which has already been pro mo ted by 
o ther New Deal actio ns. The federal 
g o v ernment is already inv o lv ed in 
all so rts o f eco no mic activ ities in 
co mpetitio n with priv ate enterprise. 
By the two price sy stem g o v ernment 
co mpetitio n especially with small 
manufacturers and retailers, wo uld 
almo st inev itably be increased. The 
pro po sal if accepted mig ht co nceiv ­ 
ably be the means o f co nv erting this 
co untry into a so cialist state. The 
So cialists aim to secure g o v ernmen­ 
tal o wnership and o peratio n o f the 
instruments o f pro ductio n and dis­ 
tributio n. The two price sy stem in 
o peratio n wo uld certainly help to 
acco mplish the so cialist o bjectiv e. Re­ 
g ardless o f ho w humanitarian Mr. 
Wallace may be, his two price pro ­ 
po sal is to o dang ero us to be ado pted.
